THE RUBBER TREE. 




How th* Milk I* Treated After the 
Plant la Tapped. 

Para rubber ia obtained from a largo , 
tree alxty feet high. The tree* are tap 
ped in the evening, and tlie juice Is 
collected ou the following morning. A 
deep horizontal Im-Uiou- Is made near 
toe base of toq tree, nud tlieu from it 
a vertical one extending up tbe trunk, 
with other* at short distances In ai. 
oblique direction. Small shallow cup- 
made from day and dried la the au». 
are placed below the incisions to re¬ 
ceive toe milk, each cup being oltidi¬ 
ed by atieklug a piece of soft clay t» 
tbe tree and pressing tbe cap against 
It Each tree yield* only ttlout six 
ounce* of Juice In three days. 

To produce the rubber the Juice is 
heated In th* following, manner: A 
piece of wood about three feet long, 
with • flattened clay mold at one end 
of It I* dipped lu toe mill;, or this H 
placed over It as evenly a* possible. 
Tbe milk Is then carefully dried by 
turning the mold .round and round in 
a white vapor obtained by ires ling cer¬ 
tain oily palm nuts, the *apor‘ being 
confined within certain limits by M«* 
narrowness of the neck uf the pot In 
which tire nuts are heated. Each layer 
of rubber is allowed to become firm 
before odding another. A practiced 
hand can make five or six pounds au 
boor.—New York American. A
